LARGE ATTENDANCE 

Interesting Papers Read By 
Jean Bastion And Hugo 
R. Holland 

The annuar students' meeting, com- 
prised of young engineers, was held 
last night .at the Engineering Institute. 
Two very interesting papers were of- 
fered: "Domestic Heating Problems," 
by Jean Bastlen of the 'University of 
Montreal; • and "Petroleum Asphalt 
Paving Materials," by H. R. Holland, 
who Is in fourth year Chemical En- 
gineering. 

Mr. Bastlen discussed the impor- 
tance of "le chauffage domestique" and 
.how since earliest times men have 
been trying to discover new. and easier, 
means of heating. The speaker wen-; 
on to describe the various systems; 
The hot-^water system and the steam 
system, both of which are extensively 
used In our country. The others are 
the Air Light system and the Electric 
system, which although slightly used, 
are being carefully studied by scient- 
ists. 

Subject Divided 

Mr. Holland, In discussing his sub- 
ject, divided It up for convenience, 
dealing first with its chemical and 
physical properties, with Its manufac- 
turesj and lastly with its uses. Large 
sums of money are spent on this work, 
and so a careful study should be made. 
There are three kinds of asphalt: As- 
phalt concrète, which consists of a 
suitable grained aggregate,; and is used 
for paving., roads,, bearingv^yecy^^ 
traffic; sheet asphalt, which'wcom- 
posed of sand and asphalt, and is used 
for resurfacing roads as it gives a very 
smooth surface; cut-^back . asphalt, 

which ■ is '^£^^^1^^ ■'9^> 
and Is useiSM?TOw5coOT^oad construc- 
tion. 

After the reading of the papers. the 
meeting was thrown open for questions, 
and discussions. Mr, -R. A. Kerr, who 
presided, thanked the spealî'crs for 
.their interesting talks, and adjourned 
the meeting.-

' The, method of election Is as follows. 
There are committees of selection In 
each of the provtaces; these commit- 
tees meet annually. They are made 
up, for the most part, of old Oxon- 
ians; often tbe|c^|^manship of the 
Committee of ËÎwBSn^ held by some 
dlstinquished man who is not an 
Oxonian. In the Province of Quebec 
the committee has been fortunate 
enough to be headed for a number uf 
years by Mr- E. W. Beattie. 

The best thne for applications ^J be 
made for, the scholarship is at the end 
of thepe|ra|[|year of College or Uni- 
versity 'wbrlc'' and between then and 
the time of graduation. A candidate 
must be between the ages of 19 and 
25. The policy of the Trust at pres- 
ent is to advise men to come up well 
before the age of 23. In thé past 
there was a conception that to be .suc- 
cessful in a Rhodes Scholarship eom- 
petition one must excel In sport; in 
scholarship and in moral and social 
qualities. But the Jack of all trades 
is apt to be master of hone, and tne 
Secretary of the Rhodes Trijst, Lord 
Lothian, ha.s recently requested the 
committee^ of selection to "be care- 
ful to give the qualities of Intellect and 
character the paramount Importance 
which Mr. Rhodes directed." "The 'com- 
mittees are specially warned against 
passing over a candidate who shows 
essential distinction in favor of one 
i^ho possesses an undistinguished uni- 
formity of all. round qualities, without 
particular excellence In the more Im- 
portant ones. Such a policy leads in- 
evitably to mediocrity. Distinction of 
Intellect and personality Is the prl- 
maryt qu allftwtlMitfpr a Rhodes Schol- 
arshlp^^ffiS'Ioniêln "Mr. Rhodes 
evidently regarded leadership as con- 
sisting in moral courage and -public 
spirit as much as a more aggressive 
quali.ty. " Juldiolous i^Mto6uM|^:a^^^^ 
m'-founded undergrtwuSl^^piKioni^ 
for instance, will give truer evldènbe 
for -leadership than success in inter- 
preting 'of expressing it. ■ Further, m 
a private letter, Mr. I^hodeSj^gBg^it 
clear that he was more concème&'tmS' 
his scholars should be moderately fond 
of field sports; than, that they should 
attain, success .

The report of Lord Lothian 
concludes that In the opinion of the 
Triistees^ihe perforinance of Rhodes 
ScholawSE^I'at'Oxford' and in after 
life, t^^ffl^àjjtaole, is satisfactory 
and UpÇ^^SPHMtifies' tiié faith of 
Cecil Rhodes. " 

In;a.great'maJorlty of -cases Rhodes 
Scholars are '.making a success of their 
lives and • are beginning to exercise 
that influence In their own communi- 
ties, which Mr. Rhodes hoped would be 
the case. At the same time, he points 
out, that It Is clear, that a- percentage 
of those who have been elected as 
Rhodes Scholars have not been up to 
the minimum standard which Mr. 
Rhodes had In view and have failed 
to . take, advantage of the opportunity 
given to them, either at Oxford or in

upon the fundamental facts of a 
100% religion which works. 

He suggested that the S.C.M. fol- 
low similar tactics; he warned those 
guiding the Movement of falling in- 
to side-issues which are not Import- 
ant and of becoming so buried In 
psychology and economics and sociol- 
ogy that the real purpose is clouded 
over and religion is forgotten.
